GROUNDLESS POLITICAL RUMOURS. 


Another effect of the absence of newspapers 
was the sedulous propagation of rumours of 
all kind regarding alleged political happen- 
ings. One of these rumours concerned the 
relations between the Free State and Great 
Britain. Reports were circulated that im- 
portant British statesmen. had visited the 
country, and that a settlement of the 
financial dispute had become an accomplished 
fact. This, of course, proved to be altogether 
baseless. It was definitely stated that no 
negotiations had taken place, and con- 
sequently no settlement had been reached. 
There were, it is believed, certain approaches 
by. unofficial persons such as have been 
frequently made during the last two years, 
but none of these provided any solid basis 
upon which negotiations could be opened. 
President de Valera left Dublin during the 
early days of the strike for the meeting of the 
Assembly of the League. of Nations at 
Geneva, and was abroad for most of the time. 
The President was a candidate for the 
Presidency of the Assembly, but ultimately 
withdrew his candidature. During the de- 
bates on the admission of Soviet Russia to 
membership of the League the President took 
an important part. He stressed the treat- 
ment of religious bodies in Russia, but did 
not oppose her admission to the League. 
On 25th September it was officially 
announced in Dublin that the Pope had been 
spe “with the recent speeches of 
*resident de Valera at Geneva on the admis- 
sion of Soviet Russia to the League of 
Nations, and that His Holiness most cordially 
bestows. the Apostolic Benediction on 
President de Valera... ': 


INTER-PARLIAMENTARY 
UNION. 


The Free State was represented at the 
Inter-Parliamentary Union Conference held 
this year at Istanbul by Mr. W. T. Westropp 
Bennett, Chairman of the Senate; Senator 
Sir Edward Coey Bigger and-Senator James 
Moran. The delegates were absent from 
Dublin for about a month. 

Mr. Lemass, Minister for Industry and 
Commerce, was questioned in the Dail on 9th 
August regarding the prospects of a settle- 
ment in the printing and newspaper industry. 
Mr. Lemass was able to announce that the 
printing dispute had been settled, and that 
work would be resumed next day. The situa- 
tion in the newspaper dispute was unchanged.

WORK IN THE DAIL. 


During the petiod covered by the strike an 
unusually heavy programme of legislation was 
passed through both Houses. The programme 
of the session, which began on the dlst 
January, appears to have been badly handled 
throughout. On a couple of occasions the 
Dail was obliged to adjourn for short periods 
owing to there being no besiness available, 
and yet, when the end of July arrived, and 


deputies might reasonably expect to get a 


respite from attendance at Leinster House, 
it was found that no fewer than fourteen 
bills, embodying some of the Government’s 
most important proposals, were still required. 
Not. all of these were put through. The fol- 
lowing were among the chief measures passed 
during the period of the strike :— 

Military Service Pensions Bill, 

Agricultural Produce (Cereals) Bill, 

Slaughter of Cattle and Sheep Bill, 

Agricultural Co-operative Societies (Deben- 
tures) Bull, : 

Dairy Produce (Amendment) Bill, 

Creamery (Amendment) Bill, 

Tobacco Bill, 

Electricity (Supply) (Amendment) Bill, 

Industrial Alesha! Bill, 

Limerick City Management Bill, 

Control of Manufactures Bill. 

The Public Dance Halls Bill and the 
Criminal Law Amendment Bill, which had 
passed the Dail, were postponed by the 
Senate till next session, at the request of the 
Government. 


SLAUGHTER OF ANIMALS. 


A few of the other bills had been intro- 
duced earlier, but the main debates took 
place in both Houses during the period when 
the Dublin daily newspapers were suspended 
from publication. The absence of the news- 
bh was mentioned on Ist August by Mr. 
1. Mulcahy, when the Slaughter of Cattle 
and Sheep Bill was on the Order Paper for 
second reading. He asked for the postpone- 
ment of the discussions until there were 
normal Press conditions in the country, so 
that there might be some exchange of public 
opinion on the subject. He also raised the 
point that, as the bill proposed a levy, it was 
necessary, according to the rules of the 
House, that it should be accompanied by a 
ways and means resolution. Because of this 
requirement the second reading was post- 
poned .till the following day, when it was 
passed by 53 to 34 votes. 

The debate in the Senate on the Slaughter 
of Animals Bill was on a high plane, and the 
various speakers put forward their arguments 


without regard to party affiliation, Senator 
Counihan was altogether opposed io tie 
measure. Senator Miss Browne, Senator 
Jameson, Senator The MacGillycuddy, 


Senator O’Connor, Senator Sir John Keane 
and others also advanced various reason. for 
their opposition. Senator Wilson, a member 
of the United Ireland Party, on the other 
hand, supported the proposal on the main 
ground that it would raise the price of cattle. 
He approved of the idea of inducing. people 
to use fresh.meat, ‘‘ The idea of giving free 
meat,” he said, “ may bring about a state of 
affairs when the internal market will consume 
our production, and we will not be placed as 
we are now, when people who are our neigh- 
bours can put us out of trade and create a 
sense of con!zsion and distress.’ The 
MacGillycuddy confessed that he could not 
understand how the Minister’s scheme would 
increase tillage. The bill, he also alleged, 
would deal a severe blow to the taxpayer, 
whose responsibilities under it would be 
difficult to estimate. 


“CONFESSION OF FAILURE.” 


Senator Jameson described the bill as a 
*‘ tremendous confession of failure” on the 
part of the Government, but he was glad the 
Government had at last admitted the serious 
position of the cattle trade. Sir John Keane 
traced the origin of the bill to the annuity 
dispute, and said the most the Minister pro- 
posed to do was to stabilise a position that 
represented a serious and _ grievous loss.

Ultimately the second reading was passed 
without a division. The Committee stage 
was tasen in the following week and over 
forty amendments were inserted. When the 
Dail met specially. to consider these amend- 
ments on 12th September Dr. Ryan proposed 
that the Dail. approve of all of them. This 
was accepted. 


MILITARY PENSIONS. 


Another bill of importance was the Mili- 
tary Service Pensions Bill, which was intro- 


duced in the Dail by Mr. Frank Aiken, 
Minister for Defence, on 7th August. This 
bill was intended to give pensions to ‘‘ volun- 


teers who had active service in Easter Week, 
or the Black and Tan war, and who fought 
in the I.R.A. during the civil war.” This 
was passed without a division in the Dail, 
and in the Senate certain amendments were 
made, which were accepted by the Govern- 
ment. | 

The bill was finally passed in the Dail 
on 12th September. On that occasion Mr. 
Aiken announced that four military service 
pensions which had been revoked under the 
Constitution {Amendment) Act would be re- 


stored by the Executive Council. 
CONTROL OF 


MANUFACTURES. 


The Control of Manufactures Bill, accord- 
ing to the statement made by Mr, 8. Lemass, 
Minister for Industry and Commerce, on the 
second reading debate in the Senate, is in- 
tended further to restrict the entrance of 
foreign owned firms into industry in this 
country. The Act of 1932 was intended to 
do this also, but various means of evasion 
had been discovered. After 2nd July, 1934, 
it shall not be lawful for any company to 
engage in manufacturing enterprise in this 
country, unless 51 per cent. of its issued 
shares are owned by nationals in the Free 
State, and also that not less than two-thirds 
of any class of shares carrying voting rights 
are similarly held. The definition of a 
‘‘national’’ is also changed. The term used 
is not “national,” but ‘‘ qualified person.’’ 
Such person must have been born in the Free 
State, or been resident here for five years 
before 2nd July, 1934. 

The Senate concluded its business on 6th 
September, when it adjourned sine die. 

The Dail was recalled on the 12th Septem- 
ber to deal with amendments made to the 
several bills in the Senate. All the amend- 
ments .were accepted, and the Dail adjourned 
after a sitting of about an hour and a half. 
The date of_re-assembling has been fixed for 
14th “November, : 


ANNUITIES AND RATES. 


SEIURES OF CATTLE. 


In the period of the strike a large number 
of seizures of cattle for arrears of land annui- 
ties and rates took place in various parts of 
Ireland. , At some of these there was resist- 
ance of some kind, Roads were blocked and 
telegraph and telephone wires cut. On a 
couple of occasions railway communication 
was stopped in the County Waterford owing 
to rails having been removed. At Kilkenny 
a pound was damaged by the explosion of a 
land mine. Generally speaking, there was 
no serious result, except in Cork City, where 
on 13th August a sale was being held in a 
pound, from which the public were excluded, 
with the exception of a few privileged per- 
sons. When the sale was about to proceed 
a motor lorry containing about twenty men 
was driven at full speed against the gate, 
which was partially forced. Immediately shots 
were fired, and one young farmer was killed. 
In the Senate on 6th September Senator 
Wilson moved a motion which stood on the 
Order Paper in the names of himself, Senator 
Miss Brown, and Senator Ernest Blythe. 
This motion proposed to condemn “' the action 
of members- of the Special Branch of the 
Garda Síochána who fired on unarmed 
citizens, causing the death of one and 
seriously wounding others,” and demanded 
thsí “‘the Guards who took part in the 
deadly fusillade be put on trial; and that in 
future no Guard who has not undergone the 
full ordinary training of members of the force 
be permitted to carry firearms.’’ 


SENATOR’S PROTEST. 


Before this motion was taken, Senator 


man 


Connolly protested against the matter being 
discussed as he was advised by the Depart- 
ment of Justice that certain defendants were 
awaiting trial, and the matter was conse- 
quently sub judice. No member of the Go- 
vernment, he said, would take part in the 
discussion. 

The Chairman of the Senate pointed out 
that there was ample precedent for his ruling

Senator Connolly, followed by all members 
of the Government Party, then left the 
House, and the debate proceeded. 

Senator Wilson referred to the shooting at 
the Cork sale, where he said special con- 
stables fired on these men in the lorry with- 
out orders from their superior officers. He 
asked the Senate to condemn their action and 
to see if it was possible to have them 
brought to justice, i 
The Senate then proceeded to deal with the 
state of unrest which everybody knew 
existed among the farmers at present. The 
fact that the sheriffs’ work was increasing 
daily was an ominous sign. Farmers did not 
take the view of the Government, that it 
was a political conspiracy. Economic 
necessity was at the bottom of it, and what 
was needed was not repression, but investiga- 
tion of the position of the farmers by the 
setting up of a tribunal to examine the 
economic situation, and by that means to do 
justice to the claims which the farmers made 
against the Government. 


INCREASED RATES.

By nine votes to one, with ten abstentions, the 
International Federation Congress at Stockholm | 
resolved that Northern Ireland, for the purposes | 
of atbletics. is to be part of Great Britain. 

The. motion, proposed by the International 
Board, was supported by Mr. Abrahams, repre- 
senting Great Britain, and opposed by Mr. P. C. 
Moore, President of the N.A.C.A.L.,. who claimed 
that Northern Ireland and the Free State should 
be considered as one athletic unit. 

The Boards proposition that “the governing 
athletic organisation of each country (country 
being interpreted as land under special sovereignty 
or government, political frontiers thus being de- 
cisive) has the right to membership oí the 
Federation,” was also carried by twelve votes to 
nil, with seven absentees 

The decision of the Congress means the total 
eclipse of “‘ Ireland’ as an athletic unit, and the 
substitution of the Irish Free State and Northern 
Ireland therefor.

JUDGMENT. 


The Chief Justice said that in the first case, 
the application of Jeremiah Ryan and others 
for an order of habeas corpus ad subjiciendum 
and an order of prohibition, the majority of 
the Court inclined to the opinion that the 
cause shown was sufficient, and therefore that 
an order of habeas corpus ad subjiciendum 
could not be granted; but the matter was one 
of such far-reaching importance that time 
must be taken for consideration of the judg- 
ment of the Court, which was accordingly 
reserved. In the second case, the application 
of Patrick Quinlan and others for an order of 


previous case applied to the application “in 
so far as it covered the same grounds; but, 
as regards the application for an order of 
habeas corpus, while the majority of the 
Court was of opinion that the order of transfer 
was not bad on its face, for want of a direc- 
tion as to the time and place of trial, the 
Court was unanimously of opinion that the 
applicants (and ap pop had not been 
shown to be in lawful custody, and that there- 
fore the order of habeas corpus must be 
granted in their case. 

A fuller statement of the reasons would be 
made when the judgment of the Court was 
being given thereafter on the other matters 
under appeal. 

An order was accordingly made by the 
Court for the immediate release from Mount- 
joy of Patrick Quinlan and others,
